Lack of Understanding. 

The difficulty appeared to be a lack 
of understanding between the con- 
ferees, the president and the western 
senators concerning the condition un- 
der which the latter consented to hides 
being placed on the free list. The west- 
erners claimed they had been led to 
believe that all boots and shoes of 
leather were to be dutiable at 90 per 
cent. and that a}l harness was to. be 
dutiable at 20 per cent. When the 
conference report was igsued. it, ap-,| 
peared that the reductions anplied onty 
to articles manufactured in chief part 
of the class of hides which wére to be 
made free of duty. The reductions 
would. not apply to shoes, the uppers 
of which were made of calf skin, or to 
harness, the chief value of which was 
calf skin. 

Some of the western senators were 
extremely bitter ig their condemnation 
of the compremise. They said they: had 
been fooled; that the president had 
been fooled, and that the trick played 
on the consumer was nothing short 
of buncombe. Finding that the west- 
erners were not amenable to argument, 
senate leaders and some 
of the di tisfied members hurried to 
the white house.

The debate on the conference report 
was opened by Senator Daniel, who 
claimed that the democratic senators 
on the finance committee had been 
dealt with unfairly in not being per- 
mitted to vote in committee en the 
adoption of the repert. He 
that “an d&reement for thit 
entered into by the’ chairman (Mr, Al- 
drich), had been violated. Any inten- 
tional violation was disavowed by Mr. 
Aldrich. who said he could not agree 
with Mr. Daniel as to what had oc- 
curred between them. 

Senator Bristow denounced the tariff 
bill as a violation of republican pledges 
and announced that he would not vote 
for it. 

In order to clearly fix the respon- 
sibility of the two parties in the pas- 
sage of the bill and for the framing of 
its several schedules, Senator Bacon 
presented an analysis of the 137 yea 
and nay votes that had been taken dur- 
ing its consideration. This list of votes 
the senate agreed to print in the rec- 
ord. 


Daniel Charges Fraud. 

Regarding the exclusion of the dem- 
ocratic members of conference, Mr. 
Daniel said a practical fraud had been 
committed upon both houses of con- 
gress.

such offender may be punished by a 
fine not exceeding $500 and imprison- 
ment not exceeding 30 days, or by fine 
not exceeding $500 and labor en public 
works not exceeding 30 days.’

It has been a duty of several months 
to determine what should be the ac- 
tual cost of the waterworks system if 
’ the city should be given an opportunity 
to buy. Much of the work done has 
- been devoted to ascertaining whether 
it would pay to construct a new sys- 
.tem. This, it is said, will be the pro- 
cedure should the present owners of 
the system fail to reach a satisfactory 
price. 

There is a probability of having two 
systems in Macon. It is certain that 
the present administration and candi- 
dates on both sides for the next term 
strongly favor owning the water sys- 
tem. This sentiment is elready 80 
‘strong that the committee making the 
investigations has instructions to find 
what a new system can be placed for. 
It is almost certain that the present 
system will be bought or a new sys- 
tem will be secured, and this will be 
Operated by the municipal govern- 
ment. 

The entire citizenship of the com- 
munity is watching with a great deal 
of interest for the developments touch- 
ing the waterworks ownership, and a 
reasonably unanimous sentiment pre- 
vails for municipal ownership.

Washington, August 2.-—The pur- 
chase of automobiles for the private 
use of government officials was made 
today the subject of a severe attack. 
by Mr. Sims, of Tennessee, during con- 
ideration of the urgent deficiency ap- 
propriation bill in the house today. 
The senate amendment appropriating 
$2,000 for the purchase of vehicles for 
the speaker ands vice president, as 
well as other senate amendments, were 
later disagreed to. 

Mr. Sims criticized the use of au- 
tomobiles by the quartermaster’s de- 
partment of the army, and expressed 
his conviction that it was an out- 
rage for the government to provide 
automobiles for the private use of of- 
ficials, while six and twelve dollar 
pensions were being paig to widows of 
soldiers, and the salries of clerks 
were being pared Sewn to reduce ex- 
penses. \ 

“TIT am getting tired of this aping of 
the ways of royalty,” he said. “I can’t 
believe that the speaker wants an 
automobile after he has walked here 
for 35 years.” 

Asserting that the debate on the 
senate amendment would afford the 
senate an idea of the attitude of the 
house on various amendments, Mr. 
Tawney asked that the committee of 
the whole disagree to all the amend- 
ments. 

Mr. Clark, the minority leader de- 
clared that if any of the items for 
appropriations for automobiles or 
other items of increased expenditure 
are agreed. to ‘by the house ~con- 
ferees, the bill would never be passed 
by the house without a quorum present, 

Mr. Clayton, of Alabama, while 
agreeing with Mr. Tawney's proposi- 
tion, said he wanted to know why the 
provision for a vehicle for the vice 
president specifically named an “au- 
tomobile,” while the provisions for the 
speaker merely stipwlated “carriage or 
other vehicle.” 

‘Does this mean that we are to pro- 
vide @n aeroplane, a bi-plane or a 
monoplane for the speaker?’ he asked.’ 

“May be a dirigible,” suggested Mr.

“Or does it mean that the speaker 
is to ride around on a motorcycle like 
the policemen use?’ continued Mr.

Evidence of Thaw’s Mother 
Used Against Him --- Prison 
Authorities Searched Thaw’s 
Pockets to Get Evidence 
Against Him. 


White Plains, N. Y., August 2—How 
Harry K. Thaw conducted himself at 
the Matteawan Asyium for the Crimi- 
inal Insane, a phase of his life not gone 
into before, was described today by Dr. 
Amos B. Baker, first assistant physician 
of the institution, the only witness 
called by District Attorney Jerome at 
the continuatior” of the hearing by 
which Thaw hopes to obtain his release. 
The examination of Dr. Baker had not 
been finished ‘when adjournment was 
taken, 

Aside from his testimony, a 2-foot 
sack of canvas-bound books, labeled 
“The People vs. Harry K. Thaw’’—rec- 
ords of the murder trial—furnished all 
the evidence introduced by Mr. Jerome 
today. 

Mr. Jerome expects. to be through 
with the state’s interests tomorrow, 
and Charles Morschauser, Thaw’s law- 
yer, will put his client on the stand, 
possibly late tomorrow afternoon. 

Mrs. Mary Copley Thaw, as she sat in 
court today, heard Mr. Jerome introduce 
against her son, testimony she had 
willingly given heretofore to savé is 
life. Today it was seized upon by the 
state to prove him insane. It included 
her accounts of his nervous tempera- 
ment as a child, given to save Thaw's 
life, but now being used to prove he is 
an insane man. 

Ne Signa of Paranzolia. 

While some of these notes described 
the patient’s acts as “‘silly,’’ and while 
the witness said that in his belief Thaw 
was irrational now, Thaw’s attorney 
made him admit that during the first 
three months of the patient’s say at 
Matteawan, he observed no signs of 
paranoia. 

When Thaw reached Matteawan on 
the day the jury acquitted him after 
the murder of Stanford White, on the 
ground of insanity, almost hfs first 
Statements, according to Dr. Baker, 
“were expressions of amusement over 
the clever work of his lawyergand al- 
lenists.”” He said frankly, according 
to Dr. Baker, that his acquittal wag 
obtained by exaggerating certain inci- 
dents, and putting in testimony Jerome 
was unable to refute, because he had 
not the facts. 

The witness described Thaw’s man- 
ner at most times as “silly’’ and ‘‘pomp-;! 
ous.”’ He said he quarrelled with the 
Other patients who played cards with 
him, calling’ them ‘stupid donkeys.”’ 
From his note book he told of various 
incidents, including Thaw’s refusal to} 
accept mail addressed to him: his re- 
fusal to see his wife until told that 
Mr. Morschauser. had sent her, and hig 
“insolent and domineering” acttons 
toward the physician. 

Searched Thaw’s Pockets. 

Last fall the prison authorities 
searched Thaw's pockets when he was 
asleep, and the next day he offered | 
$600 reward for the the detection of any 
one tampering with his clothes. The 
fruits of this search appeared incour 
today whén Dr. Baker handed In as ev- 
idence about. thirty newspaper clip- 
pings. They were not read, but Mr. 
Jerome explained that all were on 
sexual topics. 

Mr. Morschauser weaked the force 
of this exhibit by making the witness 
testify that in all he had found nearly 
200 clippings in Thaw’s pockets, and 
that they were on various subjects. He 
said he had brought the thirty to court 
because he thought they all had bear- 
ing on the case. Justice Mills told him! 
to fetch the others tomorrow. 

When court adjourned for the day, 
Mf. Morschauser was trying ta make 
Dr. Baker admit that a musical at the 
hospital not long ago was arranged 
for the purpose of letting Thaw make 
a fool of himself. Thaw refuséd to at- 
tend the affair.

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GIVE THE PEOPLE THIS BILL. 


In eight days the present session of the general assembly expires by 
constitutional limitation. Characteristically, the important legislation has 
been crowded to the heel of the session. It is inevitable that there should 
be hurry, flurry and oversight with a congestion of measures pressing for 
consideration. 

The bill submitting the question of biennial sessions to the people 
should not 'e permitted to go by default because of this perennial short- 
coming of the legislature! 

It has already passed the senate. The house should be able to dispose 
of it in short order. It presents no abstruse problems, no moot points call- 
ing for protracted debate or verbal quibbling. 

The issue is simple; 

Whether or not the people shall have their inherent right to decide ‘for 
annual or biennial sessions of the legislature! 

The session bids fair, thus far, to bring forth only the usual grist of or- 
dinary routine and the essential supply bills. 

The best opportunity, therefore, to make a qull session constructive, to 
give it high distinction in Georgia history, is to accord to the citizens of 
Georgia the right to sanction a project they have given every indication of 
crowning with their overwhelming approval. 

In the ruck of tail-end legislation, see that the biennial sessions’ bill is 
not neglected! 
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DISSIPATING THE LIBEL AGAINST SUMMER. 


The average American, save perhaps in elevated Atlanta, views the en- 
croachment of simmer and the traditional dog days with a blending of re- 
sentment and resignation, making up his mind to inevitable discomfort and 
loss of flesh, both of which are to be retrieved with the more stimulating 
temperatures of the fall and winter. 

While, of course, one cannot expect unqualified ease of mind and body 
with the sun beating down at meridian, and pouring its heat upon forest and 
field and pavement and skyscraper, the so-called “heated term” offers to 
the sensible man and woman advantages for health-building unparalleled in 
their particular way by those of the chillier season. 

In two great commonplaces, at least, the superiority of summer is @o ob- 
vious as to appeal to the most unobservant of individuals. Perforce, we 
drink more water in summer than in winter. The regular and liberal water 
| drinker is alming a body-blow at stomach trouble, with its endless sequelae 
of disorders and discomforts, as well as affections of the kidneys and other 
vital organs. 

Inevitably ascociated with this feature isithe freer activity of the skin 
and the glands discharging the functions of perspiration. You may rave at 
the collar that wilts, and sometimes at the underwear that cleaves to your 
bosom or vertebrae. But each are the symptoms of a healthy cleansing of 
the system absolutely impossible during that term when we imprison our- 
selyes in steam-heated buildings. 

The other compensating gain is the larger individual supply of fresh air. 
Science long ago exploded the costly falla¢y that freely circulating air, even 
in winter, constituted a menace to the most delicate system. Yet the every- 
day person is slow to learn the lesson, and when the mercury falls and the 
blasts howl, we are likely to stop up every ventilating crevice, and make a 
record-run from the street car to the office or the home. 

As an inescapable penalty, we systematically lower the vitality and, 
{ncidentally, pave the way for tuberculosis and other diseases that find the 
insufficiently-ventflated blood easy prey to their depredations. 

With the onset of summer, this actual menace ‘i: largely obliterated. 
Windows and doors stay open, we seek the open more consistently and, 
most important of all, our sleeping apartments are-temporarily redeemed 
from the winter reproach of resembling boxes hermetically sealed. 

In other words, it is in summer that we live nearest to nature, dis- 
carding for the time those artificial and acquired habits that feed the death 
rate of civilization. . 
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“HEADS YOU WIN; TAILS I LOSE.”’ 


Usually fair and logical, “Collier's Weekly” has maintained an attitude 
of criticism toward the tariff positions of certain southern democrats with 
which The Constitution is wholly unable to sympathize.

As long asa protective tariff system prevails in this country, as 
as long as the articles we have to buy are taxed, as long as my peo- 
ple have to bear the burdens of it, they say that we ought at least 
to have a division of the benefits. That is where | stand. You

The majority of the commodities imported into the south, and for which 
our people pay out their cold, hard cash, take a heavy toll of the southern 
pocket under the high protection principle. : 

What sort of millennial folly is it, that would have the southern people 
‘cheerfully pay this excess tribute to the industries of other-sections, AND

The Afternoon Session. 

At the afternoon session the general 
tax act was perfected with the incor- 
poration of a provision for caring for

The first vote came on the Amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Reid, of .Camp- 
bell, to strike from the general tax |: 
act all reference to near beer, whicg 
would have the double effect of kill- 
ing the Alexander substitute, passed 
on Saturday, practically doubling the 
tax on all wholesale dealers in near 
beer as well as the retailers, and at 
the same time would leave the Wise 
near beer tax in force. This precipi- 
tated a two-hour vote, for Mr. Alex- 
ander, of DeKalb, called the aye and 
nay vote, and practically every mem- 
ber. on either side, teok up the al- 
lotted three minutes to explain his 
vote. ‘ 

Members Explained Votes. 


Mr. Reid, of Campbell, as chairman 
of the ways and means committee, had 
the first three minutes, and declared 
the tdx bill had been drafted with a 
care to eliminating all prohibitive 
measures. He said the Alexander 
amendment. if allowed to stand, would 
be prohibitive and cut the state out 
of the near beer revenue tax of ap- 
proximately $350,000, and that there 
would be a consequent deficit in the 
state treasury, whereas if the old law 
was allowed to remain in force this 
deficit would be greatly reduced. Mr. 
Alexander was among the first to ex- 
plain his vote. He said ‘in regard to 
the tax that those who sold near beer. 
lawfully, would pay the tax and anly 
those who used the tax as a cloak to 
hide their guilt for a violation of the 
near beer law would he prohibited by 
the increased tax. 

The gallery was crowded with wom- 
en during the debate, many members 
addressing them while explaining their 
votes. At a time the applause was so 
loud Speaker Holder had to threaten 
to clear the gallerjes unless the ap- 
Dlause was eliminated. It was. 

After an hour’s explaining the vote 
was announced as follows: | 

To strike out the near beer section, 
66; against it, 8&4. 

This left the Alexander amendment 
in force. Another vote was then taken 
on the section as amended, resulting to 
the same test as recorded, and forty- 
five minutes was taken up with expla- 
nations again, and the section, as 
amended by Mr. Alexander, taxing re- 
tail places $500 and wholesalers and 
manufacturefs $1,000, was adopted by 
a vote of 87 to 67. 

Mr. Alexander had been sent a beau- 
tiful basket of -white roses by the 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union 
and these adorned his desk. The wag 
of the house had remarked it was 
a “funeral offering,” as the amendment 
would be killed, but the laugh wag 
turned on him. As a peace offering. 
Mr. Alexander pinned one of the roses 
on Mr. Anderson, of Chatham, after 
the final vote. 

Bill Quickly Perfected. 

It took only twenty minutes to com- 
plete the bill as presented by Chair- 
man Reid. The following section, and, 
in fact, the remaining sections were 
adopted renewing the present method 
of taxing building and loan compa- 
nies, all fidelity and guarantee compa- 
nies, specifying the questions to be 
propounded to corporations making re- 
turns, the taxation of public utilities. 
the taxation of banks, with the excep- 
tion that the new law requires banks 
to pay for all real estate owned by 
them, whether entirely*paid for or not. 
The other sections following the 
banking section adopted prescribed the 
same manner of returning railroad 
property, how to return personal and 
realty, adding a new question: “What 
is the value of the automobile owned 
by yourself, wife or minor child?” the 
oath to be taken, the date for tax re- 
turns to be made, how blind and crip- 
pled persons are to be exempted and 
all other sections perfecting the gen- 
eral tax act. 

This completed, a new section was 
offered by Mr. Lewis, of Hancock, to 
the effect that a}l persons living or 
doing business in this state were to 
bé taxed one mill per centum, per an- 
num, on all income over $6,000 per an- 
num. This brought on a lively debate. 
when the members explained their 
votes. Mr. Hall, of Bibb, opposed it. 
saying that it was unconstitutional in 
that it either taxed labor or that it 
taxed property already taxed at an 
ad valorem rate. Mr. Lewis asked to 
insert the word “net’’ before the word 
income, but the house would not agree. 
and after a half-hour vote, filled with 
explanations, killed the amendment by 
a vote of 565 for and 78 against.

Grain Deslers AreGranted 
Six; Months of 


* Grace. 


. Washington, August 2.—(Special.)— 
The grain dealers of Nashville were 
today granted an extension of time 
by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion in theDuncan case decision. The de- 
cision of the committee, rendered on 
June 24 last, in favor of the Atlanta 
and other Georgia grainy dealers, will 
not become operative until January l, 
1910. Under the decision of the com- 
mittee the new rates were to go into 
effect’ on September 1. This also ap- 
plies to elevators, unloading or han- 
dling of grain’ charges, which are 
abolished generally throughout the 
country on that date. This extensior 
of time will enable the grain dealers 
of Nashville to fill orders already 
booked at the old rate up until Jan- 
vary l. 

On the complaint of Atlanta and 
Georgia merchants, that Nashville 
was being given an unfair advantage 
by the railroads in the handling of 
grain, the interstate commerce com- 
mission declared these advantages il- 
legal and ordered them stopped. Under 
the old order of things, which brought 
forth the Atlanta complaint, Nashville 
merchants were allowed to buy grain 
at western points, ship it to Nashville, 
store it there in railroad elevators, and 
when they secured orders, ship it di- 
rect from the railroad elevators to the 
nearby point, which gave the order. 
The railroad charged the Nashville 
merchant a through rate from the 
original shipping point to the local or 
nearby point, even though the grain 
had remained in the elevator for six 
months. The railroad als@w gave the 
merchant a kind of rebate, by paying 
so much for the privilege of storing 
the grain for the merchant. In this 
way, Atlanta merchants were at a dis- 
advantage, not being able to sell as 
cheaply, for they did not get the ele- 
vator privilege, and were obligeg to 
pay local rates from Atlanta to what- 
ever point a grain order came from,

Governor Not Sustained. 

There were two distinct propositions 
before the senate, Senator Longley 
stated, one on the governor's message, 
and the other on the bond transaction. 

“There is one important legal point 
involved in this case. The governor 
was not sustained.

Senator Perry objected to the motion 
en the ground that it would encumber 
the journal with something unprece- 
dented. The adoption of the motion 
would put the senate practically in 
the position of admitting that it 
might be wrong with regard to the 
law in the case.

Lendon, he said Blackstone hag stated 
that a man who will do anything 
merely because the law does not pro- 
hibit. it, is an unmitigated scoundrel. 
To adopt this motion, he said, would 
be a quasi-recognition by the senate 
that it had no power to go into the 
whole question before it. 

The whole object is to invoke inter- 
ference by the courts, and it is a bad 
precedent, he said.

“FOR PRIMARIES 


City. Executive Commit. 
‘tee. Holds Important. 
_ Meeting. 


The city executive committee held its 
regular meeting yesterday afternoon. 


A resolution adopting as rules gov-' 
‘erning the city primaries, the opinion 


of City Attorney James L, Mayson, 
was introduced by C. M. Allen and 
unanimously adopted. 

Another resolution, providing for th» 
election of three aldermen, one each 
from the first, fifth and tenth wards, 
was passed. | This also provided for 
the election of seven councilmen, one 
each from the first to the ninth 
wards, inclusive, and two from the 
tenth, one of the latter to be elected 
for two years and the other for one. 
Further, it provided for the election 
of a new city executive committee; 
comprising four members from each 
ward. 

W, P. Fain, W. J. Stoy, J, A. Up- 
church and J. P. Kimbrough, all resi- 
dents of the tenth ward, were elected 
to places on the executive commit- 
tee, to serve until their successors can 
be elected and qualified. 

Following is the text of Assistant 
City Attorney Mayson’s opinion re- 
garding the state law on primaries as 
concerns city electfons> 

“I, Ithink the qualifications fixed 
by the constitutional amendment of 
1908 apply to all voters in city 
clections, and primaries, therefore, must 
measure up to these requirements. 

“2. I do not think the regulations of 
primaries, In the acts of 1908, apply 
to city primaries. 

“3. Another act passed in 1908 un- 
dertakes to govern registration. This 
particular act, I think, applies only to 
state and county elections or prima- 
ries, and not to city elections or 
primaries. Therefore, our present 
charter would govern registrations for 
city elections, and the city executive 
committee should regulate the time of 
opening and closing of registration for 
primaries in city.”

Siaputinigpecatinainstoen 
New York, August 2.—-An excited 
activity followed the government's re- 
port in the cotton market today, and 
while the closing tone was barely 
steady, last prices wére 30 to 33 points 
net higher. 

The market opened firm at an qad- 
vance of 4@13 points on scattered oov- 
ering and bull support due to a bullish 
private condition report and continued 
expectations of a bullish’ bureau at 
midday. There was some irregularity 
as the hour for the government re- 
port approached, and a sharp break in 
New Orleans was followed by a decline 
here, ich carried the active months 
off to within 2@5 points of last night's 
finals. Inside of ten minutes after 
the government’s report was published 
January contracts were selling at 12.70 
while a little later December wir 
up to 12.73, and the general list at the 
high point of the early afternoon was 
about 36 to 40 points net higher. This 
carried the market to within 14 or 15 
points of the high records: made on 
July 13, and attracted heavy realizing, 
under which prices eased off several 
is from the top in the later trad- 

ng. Liverpool was closed today. The 
government’s August condition report, 
71,9, comparing with 74.6 last month, 
and 83 last year, is the lowest on reco- 
ord for the end of July, the lowest 
previous condition having been 74. 9\ in

Futures opened steady at an advance 
of 9@10 points on covering by shorts.

Issued at 11 
o'clock, the report of 71.9 per cent, 
which was much lower than expected, 
caused an immediate advance of 52 to 
54 points, landing the active months 
at a level 51 to 57 points above Satur- 
day’, s closing. Trading was heavy, and 
excitement was intense. The cotton ex- 
change was crowded with visitors from 
the interior, and the ‘attendance of 
brokers at the ring was so large that 
orders were executed with difficulty. 
After the excitement had subsided, to 
same extent, profit-taking by longs be- 
came general and prices reacted to a 
considerable extent. Selling out was 
continued during the afternoon, the 
market closing steady at a net ad- 
vance of 33 to 34 points.

STRONG UNDERTONE 
TO STOCK MARKET 


Heavy Sales to Realize Profits, 
but Market Had Great 
Absorptive Power. 


New York, August 2.-—The general 
observation of the stock market in 
the financial district today agreed as 
t ts evidence of great underlying 

ength of the increasing breadth, in 
spite of the irregylar and, at times, re- 
actionary movement of prices. There 
was obvious evidence that very heavy 
sales, to realize profits, were conducted 
throughout the day. The absorptive 
power of the market and the success 
which this gave to the effort to garner 
profits was remarked on all sides. The 
slight movement of prices, in some 
quarters, and the repression under 
which the market seemed to act were, 
for that reason, regarded as more con- 
vincing of the undertone of strength 
than a volatile uprush of prices would 
have been. It is a proverb in Wall 
street that bull markets culminate in 
furious activity and excited advances. 
The absence of such appearances today 
reassured rather than disturbed sen- 
timent. There was palpably whey, Bice. on 
a shifting of speculative holdings fro 
old tone quarters of the market. a Peiittae 
which have been conspicuous in the 
operations in stocks which have led 
the market recently, were concentrated 
buyers today of stocks which came to 
the front in the day’s upward move- 
ment. While there was no selling open- 
ly by the same interests of the stocks, 
which they had been accumulating in 
a demonstrative way before, it was 
suspected that the resources for the 
new buying came partly, at least, from 
sales of the old holdings. The most 
potent factor in sustaining prices, in 
face of the heavy realizing sales to- 
day, was the vigorous strength shown 
by Southern Pacific. This was the 
most conspicuous figure on the strong 
side of the market. Pennsylvania, 
Rock Island, the Eries, American 
Smelting, the railroad equipment group, 
and some other particular stocks made 
up the supplement to the ‘Southern 
Pacific movement. The. effectiveness 
of these was not impaired by the heavy 
tone with later recovery of Union Pa- 
cific. United States Steel, New York 
Central and at times Reading, which 
were the features of last week's strong 
showing. The news of the day was 
canvassed, but with the evident par- 
tiality for that of a favorable bearing 
on values which is characteristic of 
periods of speculative enthusiasm. The 
ardor of speculative sentiment was not 
altered by the warning tone of somé 
of the commission houses in their ad- 
vice to customers as to the danger to 
buyers of present high level of prices. 
Southern Pacific’s high price today 
eclipsed all previous prices by a liberal 
margin, and United States Steel tack- 
ed a fraction to ita record. The gov- 
enrment report of cotton, notwith- 
standing the serious impairment of 
ondition indicated for the month of 
uly, was accepted with languid inter- 
est.
